Country Fleoded Near Helena. Ark. 
by a Break in the Levee—Other Breaks 
Reported. 

Heciena, Ark., March 5.—[Special.]—The 
town was startled this forenoon by the in- 
telligence that the levee had broken eight 
miles below the city at the Fitzhugh place. 
The water burst its bounds about 12 o'clock 
last night, and at this writing it is rushing 
and roaring: at a tremendous rate. Many 
fine plantations are now inundated, and own- 
ers end tenants are at their wits’ end to know 
how to provide for themselves and property. 
The stock is being rapidly driven towards 
the hills, some preferrma to build scat- 
folds. Much loss of property will 
ensue, and it is feared many lives 
be lost and endangered. The 
disaster occurred at midnight, and those who 
live far back in the bottom will not be aware 
of their danger until it is at their door. The 
break is the same as last year. This will not 
affect the city, as the water can be kept out 
by stopping the culvert on the Midland Rail- 
road, but great precaution is necessary on the 
front levee, where it is known that the river 
rosé ‘thirteen inches during the last twenty- 
four hours. This taet is causing much alarm 
among the citizens, as the -rapid rise during 
the last forty-eight hours has never 
been known in the annals of the Mississippi. 
The rapidity of this rise is greater than was 
prophesied by Mr. Miles. Nearly all the 
houses situated outside the levee and ad- 
joining it have been yacated, the water com- 
ing so rapidly as even to preclude the ppssi- 
bility of u false floot. The houses are in- 
habited by the poor whites, who are forced 
to cheose that locality on account of the 
cheapness ot the grownd, there being little or 
no value to it on account of being subject to 
Overflow. The wafer now stands intmany places 
and houses which were never invaded until 
last year. If it were not for thé constant 
and most vigilant wateh and work, kept up 
night and day, the levee protecting this place 
wonld be liable L break, and there are many 
fearful even no 

Thé break at the Fitzhugh place will carry 
great loss in the old town region. ‘There are 
many ot the most valuable plantations about 
there—many controlled by See Orleans mer- 
chants and some owned by well-known New 
Orleans men, Col. Richardson and Judge 
Fetter among the number. This tract of 
land is regarded as one ot the richest in the 
South, and this nd disaster will 
cause many of the ants to abandon this 
region. Very small ¢rops were made last 

ear, and many of 1 —— were already 
n the hands of the mission merchants, 
which shows a dismal prospect for these 


people. 

At Languille the wane is still rising rapid- 
ly, which affects the Iron Mountain Railroad, 
and about thirty miles northwest from this 
point.

Mr. Robert M. Fair, general manager for 
Marshall Field & Co., said that as the —1 
sage of a tariff bill had been long expected, 
preparations had been made for it. The 
slight changes made, however, caused con- 
siderable disappointment, The reduction of 
only 10 per cent in the ad valorem duty on 
silk was an example of the unsatisfactory 
features of the bill. So far asthe consumer 
was concerned the change would have no 
immediate effect, and probably none at all. 
The change on woolen goods being more 
marked, the consumer might reap a scarce- 
ly perceptible benefit. Taken as a whole, 
the bill could hardly be called an improve- 
ment on the old state of affairs. Mr. James 
A. Barnhart, manager of the importing de- 
partment, thought there would be a slight 
reduction on cloakings, but dress goods had 
been left about as they were before. 

Mr. James H. Walker, of the firm of 

BURKE, WALKER & co., 

said the advance on cotton laces, embroider- 
ies, cotton velvets, and other fabrics not man- 
ufactured in this country to any appreciable 
extent, was an unnecessary bardship. This 
advance of from 1 to 5 per cent would have 
to be borne by the consumer. The redac- 
tion of 10 per cent on silks and velvets and 
the slight reduction on worsted fabrics would 
not interfere with the manufacturers of sim- 
ilar goods in this country. The reduction on 
woolen goods was not sufficient to stimulate 
their importation. The manufacturers would 
get more benefit from the reduction on raw 
wool. Goods under 80 cents a pound had 
been reduced 15 cents a pound, but tnis was 
on a cheap class not imported to any extent 
and not entering into competition with the 
American manufacturers. On the whole, 
the change had been a disturbing element, 
the advantages being more than counterbal- 
anced by the disadvantages. Consumers 
would not be able to buy any goods cheaper 
than formerly.

The De e filibustering which con- 
sumed the closing hours of gress and 
prevented the. final passage of several im- 
portant measures was another illustration of 
the theory that the ruling passion is strong 
in death. The ruling passion in this in- 
stance is the Democratic hatred of the 
“nigger” in politics. The pending proposi- 


tion was to seat Lee, the colored contestant 


for the seat which has been fraudulently oc- 
cupied by Richardson, a white Bourbon 
from the First South Carolina District. The 
House had already confirmed Lee's title by 
a vote of 124 to 110, but the Democrats were 
determined that Lée should not be sworn in, 
because that would entitle him to pay for 
the term for which he had been elected. 
Their own man had already drawn his pay 
regularly once a month, though the House 
subsequently declared that he had held the 
seat unlawfully; but the Democrats couid 
not toleraté the idea that a colored man 
should recelve pay to which the House had 
declared he entitled. They were pre- 
pared to resist any such “outrage” to the 
last, and they did so. 

Lee, the colored mah, who was undoubt- 
ediy elected to Congress, represented in raee 
and political sentiment two-thirds of the 
population of South Carolina and nine-tenths 
of the working-people who are engaged in 
the productive and industrial interests of 


that State. But he was a negro, Hence he 


was not only kept out of his seat in violation 
Ot every principle ot political justice, but, 
after the seat had been awarded hini, he was 
deprived of the pay attached to it in viola- 
tion of the uniform practice of Congress, 
which always pays the contestant who is 
finally admitted as well as the man who has 
held the seat previously. Had Lee been a 
white man, even though a Republican, there 
is no doubt he would have been sworn in and 
received his pay. But his crime was in the 
color of his skin, and that the Democrats 
couid not forgive. 

If the Democratic filibustering has pro- 
duced no other result than the swindling of 
a darky, thereby demonstrating the superior- 
ity of race to which the Bourbons of the 
South lay claim, obstruction in so ignoble a 
cause would merit the condemnation of de- 
cent men, white and black, from both North 
and South. But this same obstruction also 
imposed upon the American people by de- 
feating legislation of general importance 
which could easily have been passed during 
the last twelve hours of the session. There 
were acts which had been agreed upon by 
the Senate, had been sufficiently discussed 
to secure the approval of both Republicans 
and Democrats, and needed only a vote in 
the House to become laws. But the Demo- 


rats preferred that these valuable measures 


should fail rather than pay.a negro what was 
lawfully due him. From this point of view 
the Democrats did an injustice, not only to 
Lee and to common decency, but to the en- 
tire people. 0 

Among the important measures thus de- 
feated by Democratic obstruction were the 
following: The Shipping bill, designed to 
promote American commerce on the high 
seas by more liberal navigation laws; the bill 
which lodged the Presidentiai succession in 
the members of the Cabinet according to 
rank in case of the death or inability of both 
President and Vice-President; the bill pro- 
viding for proof in the French spoliation 
claims, the non-payment of which is a dis- 
grace to the American Government; bills 
establishing postal-saving depositories, au- 
thorizing the issue of gold certificates, mak- 
ing a treaty with Germany, providing a 
National bankruptcy act, and many others of 
like importance. The bills which had come 
over from the Senate and remained unacted 
upon by the House numbered 126 in all. 

Some comfort may possibly be derived 
from the fact that the Democratic filibus- 
tering against paying a “nigger” his due 
caused the defeat of the Bonded-Whisky 
bill; but in doing this the Democrats antag- 
onized some of their best friends and sacri- 
ficed one of their pet measures, Perhaps 
this circumstance Shows most clearly how 
deep-rooted the Democratic race prejudice 
really is. The public can forgive the defeat 
of the Whisky bill, and also the failure to 
pass the Fitz John Porter bill, as a result of 
the Democratic filibustering against Lee, 
but it will not condone so readily the Demo- 


cratic willingness to sacrifice all legislation 


in order to gratify their partisan malice. In 
this respect they exhibited their customary 
indifference to public sentiment and their 
characteristic deficiency in the sense of pub- 
lic responsibility. They will find that their 
obstruction tactics in the closing hours of 
Congress will come back to plague them in 
the next campaign, not only on account of 
the unworthy purpose which prompted them, 
but also on account of the resulting failure 
of urgent legislation. Thinking people will 
naturally ask themselves whether such a 


party may be safely intrusted with the ad- 


ministration of National affairs. 
— 
THE NATIONAL SENATE AND HOUSE. 

The merits and the demerits of the new tariff 
measure aside from the circumstances ot its 
passage were, to say the least, very peculiar. 
Under the Constitution the right to originate 
revenue measures résides in the lower 
House of Congress. But the House. of 
Representatives had no more to do practi- 
cally with making the Tariff bill than the 
Assembly of Illinois. Both the excise and 
the tariff branches of the measure originated 
in the Senate. The House passed a bill and 
sent it to the Senate. The Senate threw it 
into the waste-basket, formulated an entirely 
different bill, and sent it to the House. The 
House fumed and blustered about its con- 
stitutional privilege to originate revenue 
bills, non-conturred, and appointed a con- 
ference committee, The Senate half of the 
Council of Ten made a few tnimportant 
concessions to the House half, and the House 
adopted the report almost without a mur- 
mur. 

The theory of the Constitution of course is 
that the immediate direct representatives of 
the people shall take the lead in the subject 
of taxation, because they are presumed to be 
better informed as to the wishes of the peo- 
ple. The Senate represents the States; the 
members of the House are chosen by the 
people, and ought to know exactly how and 
to What extent the people are willing to be 

In the matter of the late tax measure the 


‘House of Representatives abdicated its chief 


function. At the first blush this act suggests 
& confession of inability on the part of the 
House to diseharge a duty imposed upon it 
by the Constitution, For, after spending a 
large part of the time of 


portunate lobby representing tax 


monopolies it may be overawed or ¢éor- 


rupted in all matters of tion, and in 
this way one of the checks of the Constitu- 
tion may be nullified and the whole power of 
making laws practically vested in the Senate. 
The situation is not rendered less alarming 
by reason of the adinitted fact that the tax 
measure originated by the Senate was a bet- 
ter measure than that originated by the 
House. The danger lies in the fact that the 
constitutional method of lawmaking has 
been disregarded, and disregarded not 
through want of ability on the part of the 
House, but through want of integrity. 
There is a suspicion, too, that Senators are 
gradually coming to exert an influence upon 
members of the Lower House, not so much 
by reasoh of their intellectual power and su- 
perior statesmanship as on account of their 
great wealth. Itis proverbial that only rich 
men go to the United States Senate. There 
is an occasional exception to this rile, but it 
is the rule that the doors of the Senate 
Chambér open only to # millionaires. 
That millionaires exert an influence 
proportioned to their wealth in the social 
and the commercial walks of life is beyond 
dispute, and that they should wield a like 


‘influence in political lite is a logical con- 


clusion. Fifty years ago, with here and 
there the exception of a member, the whole 
Senate was not worth a million, 80 to speak: 
but now, with here and there an exception, 
the members of the Senate are all million- 
aires. With a cowardly. cringing House and 
a Senate composed of wealthy men what 
reasonable hope is there of the curbing of 
monopolies, of restraints upon the rich, and 
of equable taxation? 


GOVERNMENT PARTNERSHIP IN THE 
UNION PACIFIC. 

After some delay, the report of the Gov- 
ernment Directors of the Union Pacific, of 
which an imperfect and unfair summary was 
given by telegraph, has been furnished the 
public in full. It turns out to be in reality a 
severe criticism of the management of the 
road, and, though by no means exploring to 
the end its violations of its public duties, is 
to be welcomed as the first appearance in 
many years of a disposition on the part of 
the Gevernment Directors to remember that 
they are the representatives and trustees in 
the management of the road of a public in- 
terest of $63,000,000, and public rights and 
reservations of transcontinental importance. 

To understand fully the significance of 
the report a clear idea must first be had of 
the functions of the Government Directors. 
The acts gave the builders of the road 
their charter, and a land-grant of 12,000,000 
of acres, and bonds to the amount of $33,- 
000,000, provided that, as the road was built 
primarily for the political and military bene- 
fit. of the public, and by the grant of the 
lands and money of the public, the Board of 
Directors should contain five members ap- 
pointed by the President to represent this 
predominant Federal interest in the prop- 
erty. The Government Directors are not 
visitors. They are not mere supervising 
Commissionefts. They are in the fullest 
sense Directors of the corporation, with the 
same powers and prerogatives as other Direct- 
ors. The laws that provided for their ap- 
pointment gave them places on aH the com- 
mittees and made them eoequal in authority 
with the other Directors. And this status 
has not been * by any later enact- 
ment. 

When the present aa Directors 
began gently and tentatively to assert their 
prerogatives the amazement and surprise of 
the other Directors were extreme. No no- 
tices of the meeting of the board, of which 
they were members, were sent them. They 
were informed by Mr. Dillon that their office 
was a myth.“ The Secretary of the Union 
Pacific attempted to treat the Government 
Directors as a separate body from the other 
Directors. 

The issue of an additional mortgage of large 
amount on the railroad was decided upon 
and then abandoned at méetings at none of 
which were the representatives of the Gov- 
ernment, which owns the largest individual 
interest in the concern, given an opportunity 
to be present. 

Dividends have been regularly declared to 
the stockholders by meetings of Directors at 
which the Government’s representatives were 
not present, although these dividends gave 
the stockholders money which should have 
been paid to the Government in liquidation 
of its aggregating claims. The Government 
Director is habitually ignored in the calls 
for the meetings at which these dividends 
are declared, and when a firm remonstrance 
was made in behalf ot the Government 
against this unwarranted exclusion the offi- 
cers retorted that the matter was a very 
small one,“ and that previous Government 
Directors gave very little attention to the 
meetings.” But these Directors insist that 
the purpose of the law in having Directors 
was to have Directors, and state plainly that 
they consider it to be their duty, as it is their 
intention, to act on the committees. 

The wholesale extent to which the Govern- 
ment Directors have been suubbed by the 
management of the company is revéaled by 
this statement which they make: 


We have not been consulted concsralng the 
inception or progress of any matter ling 
within the province of the Directors, an 
only learned after the event from current ru- 
mor or by persistent inquiry of any action of the 
Directors or their Executive Committees. 


Against this treatment they put on record 
their protest, and state the undeniable truth 
that it was intended that the Govérnment’s 
representatives should not be merely a medi- 
um of communication through whom what 
had been done might be learned, but that 
they should have a voice in the direction, hav- 
ing intimate knowledge of its affairs, and 
keeping’ themselves thoroughly posted con- 
cerning ali its transactions, and thé policy of 
its administration.”

The genuine Ohle idee,” according to 
the Ohio River hill country wool-growers, is 
high proteetion for their wool. They had a 
special representative on the Tariff Commis- 
sion. During the tariff debate four paid 
agents Mved for their sake on the fat of the 
land in Washington and lobbied between 
drinks fer an inerease of the duties on wool. 
The experience of the Ohio wool-growers 
has not been a yery happy one. When the 
report of the Tariff Commission appeared 
they discovered that the new classifications 
and duties of the proposed tariff had been 
arranged so as to benefit the wool manu- 
facturer at their expense. There was great 
indignation in the sheep-raising hill counties 
of Ohio, and Garland was denounced in set 
resolutions by all the farmers’ county asso- 
clations. As the tariff debate went on the 
lobby agents drew persistently for “ more 
funds,” and the more the Uhio wool-grower 
remitted the slimmer appeared to be his 
chances of gétting anything for it. Naturally 
the enthusiasm of the wool-grower began 
to cool, and the urgent calls of the lobbyists 
fot more funds met with less and less ready 
response. But just at this stage of the game 
a curious thing happened. The lobbying 
representatives of the wool-grower, although 
shouting louder than ever for protection for 
wool, became very thick“ with the attor- 
neys for the woolen manufacturers, who are 
never very. enthusiastic about paying high 
prices for wool, ahd began to wear better 
clothes, and smoke longer cigars, and drink 
higher-priced “ sundries,“ as the star-route 
counsel for the Department of Justice call it 
in their expense account. As the wool- 
growers’ remittances grew lighter and light- 
er their lobbyists grew fatter and sleeker and 
more. intimate with the woolen manufactur- 
ers. And when the Tariff bill came forth 
from the conference committee the truth 
was out. The Ohio wool-grower was shorn. 
The “Ohio idee” of high wool had been 
sacrificed to the Bay State idee“ of low 
wool. Of the eleven Republicans who voted 
against the tariff as finally passed six were 
Ohio representatives of the simple-minded 
wool-grower, who had to confess that their 
constituents, going out to shear the manu- 


facturer, had come home shorn by him.

WOMAN-SUFFRAGE IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

Woman-suffrage has received a hard 
blow in the Massachusetts Legislature. For 
sixteen consecutive years the demand has 
been made upon the Legislature, the average 
vote being 73 yeas to 116 nays. This year the 
demand was limited to a proposition that 
they should be allowed to vote at munPipal 
elections, and it was defeated dy a vote of 60 
yeas to 137 nays. It is also a peculiar phase 
of the matter that whereas in the past the 
votes in favor were mainly Republican, this 
year it was introduced as a Democratic 
measure and defeated by Republican votes. 
The Governor himself had urged the meas- 
ure, and previously evinced his faith in 
women by nominating Gail Hamilton to the 
Superintendency of one of the State charities. 
But it was of no avail. The Boston Journal 
incidentally explains the cause in the follow- 
ing remark: When the women of Massa- 
chusetts, with anything like unanimity, ask 
for the right of suffrage it will without 
doubt be conferred upon them. This being 
the case, the work to -which those 
who believe in womansuffrage should de- 
vote themselves is that of convincing women 
that they desire to exercise the right of suf- 
frage.” There is a great deal of force in this. 
Very few people will be found to deny the 
abstract right, as a principle, of women to 
vote under proper conditions, if they wish to 
vote, especially of those who hold property 
and pay taxes; but there is no use in passing 
mere abstract declarations of principle when 
there is no one ready or willing to apply them. 
Should the time come when the women of 
this country unite as one man” in the re- 
quest for suffrage, in all human probability it 
will be granted, for it is not in the accommo- 
dating spirit or gallantry of American men 
to deny the gentler sex anything they desire, 
but when a request is made by a little hand- 
ful they have a hatural reluctance to grant- 
ing it for fear of discommoding the rest. As 
the Journal says, the advocates for suffrage 
should begin with their own sex and 
convince them that they want to 
vote, and ought to vote, and must 
vote. When they have accomplished this, 
and the women of America in solid phalanx, 
with streamers ahd ribbons flying, besiege 
the legislative halls, they will be bold men 
who hesitate to acknowledge their right to 
vote, hoid office, electioneer, or even steal 
the spoils. At present the vast majority of 
women wouldn’t vote if they could, nor 
will they ever reach that point until their 
stronger sisters change their tactics and 


commence vigorous missionary work among: 


them. They must invade the shop, the 
factory, the office, the parlor, the boudoir, 
the churches, the clubs, the sewing-circles, 
and all other places where the female bees 
and butterflies are wont to congregate, and 
convince them that they are not fulfilling 
the whole duty of woman until they can 
marth to the polis, armed with the ballot, 
side by side with man, If they can convince 
them of this the battle will be won.

STOCK-GAMBLING IN LONDON AND NEW 
YORK. 

There is an interesting likeness in the as- 
pects of the New York and London stock 
markets. In both prices are high, stocks 
are held in large blocks by the professional 
operators and their eliques, the public re- 
fuses to buy, and the resources of the inside 
manipulators are draining away in the effort 
to maintain an artificial level of quotations. 

Both these markets were doo to- 
gether, and both have flattened out together. 
In both the unscrupulous tactics of the king 
gamblers have effected a great change in the 
disposition of the public as to the ownership 
of stodk-exchange securities. It is as true 
in New York as the Pall Mali Gazette de- 
elares it to be in London, that the bull 
leaders have far outrun the public wants 
und demands. They have in recent years 
tanght the public to speculate so effectually 
that outsiders often snatch a profit out of the 
pocket of the stock-exchange operator him- 
self. The outsider also has learned to“ buy for 
the rise,” and when he has got that rise he 
hasno scruple in throwing back upon the 
Weary market the stock that the operators 
there had hoped was placed.“ Owing to 
this extension of the gambling spirit, the 
amount of stock floating on the market 
tends rather to increasé than otherwise. Men 
do not buy such stock nowadays and put it 
away in their strong boxes as it it were a 
permanent investment. They fiold for a 
while and then sell again, and this habit has 
become really very troublesome to those who 
live by the ups and downs of the market in 
the market. 

The New York Stock Exchange up to a ro- 
cent date was grinding out new securities at 
the rate of $1,000,000 a day, including Sun- 
days. Its machinery has passed substantial- 
ly into the control of a few great trick 


porations to enrich inside rings are 80 sane 
that mahy of the operations which have 
made some of our Wall street eiti- 
zens what they are could not be repeated in 
London. 

But beyond this orimlunl Hspeet of Wall 
street there can be no question that the 
game,” even ofi what thay be called its legiti- 
mate side, has been played too high.

The public are casing to look on Wall 
street as a place Where They may purchase 
that most eligible kind of property—negotia- 
bie securities. It is a place for flyers, 
gambling throws, speeulative turns, 

The habitués of the street console them-

they do sometimes sulk, have always, like a 
school of mackerel, come back to the hook. 
Men have better memories than mackerel, 


and the day may come when the public will | 


refuse to come back to Wall street. The 
stock exchanges have played a vast and 
useful part in the distribution of the new 
wealth of these later generations, but their 
funetions have been terribly abused. Their 
recent progress has been a steady deteriora- 
tion towards the status of gambling dens.

This tax, the Journal has admitted, is un- 
necessary and unjustifiable, as it provides 
for neither the common defense nor the gen- 
eral welfare, but is onerous on the consum- 
ersof the prairie States, and should be re- 
pealed. In short, the lumber-tax violates the 
spirit and intent of the Constitution in con- 
fiscating the property of the many for the 
benefit of the few. We have named the tax 
on pine lumber because it is so conspicuously 
glaring and outrageous that not even a high- 
tariff bigot can defend it; but there are 
many other duties in our tariff, even in its 
revised form, which, in the language of 
Daniel Webster, “are taxes imposed on the 
people for the sole benefit of one class of 
men, and are equally theonsistent withthe 
vrinciples of our Constitution and with 
sound judgment,” 

It is a monstrous doctrine that the Consti- 
tution confers on Congress authority to con- 
fiscate the property of one citizen under the 
taxing power, and to give it asa bounty or 
gratuity to another under the ‘pretense that 
it was necessary in order to protect him 
in carrying on his private business. Or, 
stating the same idea in the language of the 
Supreme Court; 

Beyond a cavil there can be no lawful tax 
which is not laid for a public purpose To 
lay with one hand the power of the Govern- 

ment on the property of a citiZen, and with the 
other bestow it upen avored individuals, to aid 
private enterprises and build up private fort- 
unes, is none the less robbery because it is done 


under the forms of the law and is calied taxa- 
tion. 


What the Supreme Court here declares. 


cannot be legally done is precisely what “a 
high protective tariff” is intended to accom- 
plish. As we have said before, unless the 
Journal can meet and overthrow these 
propositions of Webster and the Supreme 
Court, it had better relapse into silence, and 
save the remnants of its reputation with its 
readers from ridiculé and contempt.

Arrest of Several So-Called Physicians 
for Questionable Practices.

Their office is in 
the Cochran Building, on Main ard Plum 
streets. Spangler is the medical! exaniiner, 
but it is said that Dayton is regarded as the 
leader in the scheme. It is supposed to be 
the same crowd who have been operating so 
Successfully in Newark, O., Highland and 
Ross Counties, and Marysville, O. At the 
latter place a party named McManemy is al- 
ready utider arrest for alleged eomplicity in 
the plot.

Lincotn, Neb., March 5,—[Special.)—

pass a railroad law, or enact railroad legisia- 
tion of any kind. There were three political 
parties in the two Houses, eacit tenacious of 
its own general principles and each de- 
termined to rule or ruln. The House had a 


bers; the Senate was in the hands of the 
Anti-Monopolists and Democrats, and the 
two Houses did not in any way pull to- 
gether. One considerable party, quite

The Mutual Union Telegraph Company was 
organized in the year 1880, under the laws of the 
State bf New York. for the purpose of operating 
lines ‘of telegraph between the different cities 
and towns in the United States, for the 
transmission of messages. Large sums 
of money had been expended

and maintenance of extensive telegraph lines 
in all of the States for the transmission of pri- 
vate and public messages between points cou 
nected. The business they ciirfied on was a 
commercial and public necessity. The com- 
pany indicated its compliance with the provis- 
ions of the act of Congress passed July 24, 1866, 
to tne Postmaster-General, and was entitled to 
protection under the act. ; 

Among the vities reached by their wires was 
the City of Chicago. In 1881 they purchased 
from the Chicago & Milwaukee Telegraph Com- 
pany the right to string upon their * main- 
tain, and operate eight wires, and in June of

Pursuant to their request, the Com- 
mon Council adopted an ordinance Dec. 2, 1 

in that behalf, suuthorizing them to erect poles 
and wires upona route to be designated by the 
Commissioner of Public Works; under certain 
stated conditions. One of these eonditions was 
that such wires and poles be erect above 
ground for temporary use only. iu the hope that 
some practical system be devised or discovered 
for operating telegraph-wires under ground, 
not only in Chicago, but in every large 
and crowded eity where poles on the streets 
were objectionable and an itaconvenience. The 
company agreed to do its utmost to seek out 
such a system at the earliest possibie time and 
adopt it without delay. It was reasonably ex- 
pected anc hoped that such a system could be 
adopted and in operation by March 1, 1883, and 
in that beiief this company consented to the in- 


sertion in the ordinance of a clause to the effect | 


that the poles and wires could be removed at 
the company’s expense March 1, 1 

It was not at the time expected by either party 
that the strict letter of this clause

but that the company would be allowed to con- 
tinue its business until some Dracticai system of 
underground telegrapuy could be perfected. 

The company strung about sixty wires on 
poles along a route prescribed by the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, expending large sums 
of money in so doing, ana Operated these lines 
tor the benetit of the public, doing a large busi- 
ness with the daily newspapers, brokers, and 
others who depended largely ou the telegraph 
as an assistant to their business, hence their 
lines were certainly a commercial necessity, 
The com used the utmogt efforts to perfect 
an undergfound system of telegraphy, and 
large sums of money were expended in experi- 
- „, They begau at one time to lay down a 
cable in the bope tnat it would be practicable, 
but it Was not, the electrical difficulties to be 
overcome being many. All of. these efforts on 
their part were known to the defendants. 

The company believed that in equity it ought 
not to be held to the strict observance of the 
letter Of the ordinance. It ent it would be’ 
unable to do business in of Chicaro.

The city 
had strung on the company’s poles a number of 
wires used in the fire-alarm telegraph sys- 
tem, and these wires had not been mo- 
lested. Since the cutting the Mayor 
bad connived at and permitted the reconnection 
of one of the cut wires which was leased by the 
Mutual Union Company to private parties, thus 
discriminating against other persous interested 
in the maintenance of the company’s wires. 
Tho company held that the maintenance of the 
wires was nota public injury abd that the cut- 
ting had not been demanded by imperative pub- 
lic necessity. Other companies dad a larger 
number of wires strungin the city, and it was 
believed that Harrison’s action was uunecessary 
and malicious.

After supper there was a general 
sociable, and music was furnished by,the Chinese 
band, the weird melody being quite novei to 
those present. The school is now ina flourish- 
ing condition ana the Superintendent, Mr.

INSPECTING THE SCHOOLS. 

School-lnspector. Hoyne and Building-In- 
spector Agnew examined some of the North 
Side schools yesterday for the purpose of learn- 
ing how they were off for exits in case of a fire 
or panic and whether there were any other de- 
fects which needed remedy img. 

The Ogden was found in very bad condinun. 
One of the doors could not be opened, and there 


is only one stairway to the third floor, where 
there are 240 children. Some of the stovepipes 
are too pear the woodwork. 

The same defects were found at the Pearson 
Street School, with the addition that some of the 


stovepipes are full of holes, through which | 


sparks can drop on to the floors; and some of 
the pipes run through wooden partitions, which 
are not protected in any way. 

There is also only one wy tatoo leading to the 
third floor of the Kinzie School. Some of the 
floors are worn out, and, as in the other schools, 
the stovepipes are too near the woodwork. 

Tne Huron Street School is in good shape, with 
the exception that the steam-heating apparatus 
is in dangerous proximity to the woodwork. 

Turner-Hall School is in a sefe enough 
place, but tho situation is not a proper one for 
a school in view of the surroundings. 

Inspector Hoyne will recommerid to the board 
what is necessary to be done to make the build- 
ings safe. The en School, however, is to be 
torn down the coming summer and replaced 
with a modern eighteen-room building. 

PHYSIOLOGICAL SCIENCE. 

The lecture announced to be delivered by Dr. 
Sarah Hackett Stevenson before the Women's 
Physiological Society on “The Abdominal

RELIGION. 
THE METHODIST MINISTERS. 

ethodist preachers yesterday morning 
discussed the question: What are the prin- 
cipal obstacles to the enforcewent of law, and 
bow can they be removed?” The discussion 
was opened by the Kev. C. T. Nelson, who 
named as the obstacles inquired after the laxity 
of the law itself, the ligntness of the penalty 
imposed for its violation, the laxity of its en- 
forcement by the Executive, the abuse of the 
pardoning power, the impurity of politics, the 
cupidity of office-seekers, the superabundance 
of sentimentality in favor of the criminals, and 
the jury system. On the latter part, the speaker 
was convinced that the present system whereby 
a unanimous vote ia required to convict, while 
it was once the protection of the weak against 
the powerful, now was an element of tempta- 
tion to corrupt lawyers, and should be 80 
modified as to require only a majority 
vote or not more than two-thirds to 
convict the accused. The other remedies 
which he advocated were the abridgment or 
abolition of the pardoning power, the eradica- 
tion of the seutimentalism among the people in 
favor of the accused, com puisory education, and 
the abridgmeat of universal suffrage, either by 
a property or educational test, or both. 

The Kev. Lewis Curts took up the argument, 
roundly denounciag the profession of law, 
whose members had framed the laws, he said, 
for their own, purposes and those of the crimi- 
nals, whom they so dearly loved to defend. Ne 
did not know how to get rid of them unless they 
were to be shot or sandbugged, but he thought 
that if nine-tenths of the lawyers were in honest 
business there would be a better enforcement of 
the Jaws. He suggested that the ministers de- 
vote more of their energies to teachmg the old- 
fashioned reverence for law and authority. 

Dr. Boring had. no confidence in the power of 
laws to make people better. The only way to 
reform men was through the Gospel. He agreed 
with the speaker that compulsory education was 
a good thing. but if it were uncoupied with edu- 
cation in morais it would ony eee greater power 
into the hands of bad men. e was likewise in 
favor of abolishing the jury system. 

Dr. More made aspeech in favor of probibi- 


n. 
Dr. Gurney, himself a tawyer before he be- 
came a preacher, arose to defend the profession 
to which he formerly belonged against the at- 
tacks of Brother Curts. He claimed that it was 
the infirmity of the human mind rather than me 
depravity of the heart from which arose the dif- 
ferent interpretations of the law. This was the 
case not only in the civil and criminal law, but 
also in the law of the church. He spoke of two 
great obstacics, the election of court officers by 
the ballot, where the crimiua! ciasses hold the 
baiance of power, and the jury system, in re- 
gard to which he agreed with the essayist that 
the opinion of the majority of the jury ought to 
convict. 

Dr. Parkhurst maintained that church mem- 
bers Ought not to rely upon the aid of ungodly 
lawyers, or to depend on the quibbiesot the law, 
but to leave their disputes ordinarily to four or 
tive men of intelligence and well-known godiy 
character. 

THE CONGREGATIONAL MINISTERS 
met yesterday morning at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel.

Tre Presbyterian ministers’ meeting yester- 
day morning had as visitors Dr. Roberts, Secre- 
tary of Home Missions, New York; Dr. Arm- 
strong, Syododical Missionary of Iuinois; Dr. 
Marshall, Synedical Missionary of Missouri; and 
the Rev. H. B. Knight of lowa. Dr. Roberts 
made an address on home mission interests, 
revival work, and the cause of education, es- 
pecially urging each paster and ehurch to study 
its own mission field, Dr. Armstrong spoke of 
various conventions held by him throughout the 
State, and Dr. Marshall gave a cheer outlook 
for Christian work n Missouri.

DIGGING FOR BODIES, 


Commencement of the Search for the 
Bodies of Persons Lost by the Falling 
of the Depot Bullding in Cincinnati 
Purine the Flood. ee 
CINcIN N ATI, O., March 5.—[Special.]—The 

work of digging for the human bodies which 

are supposed to be buried under the débris 
of the Southern Railway Depot. which was 
wrecked during the food, was begun today 
under the direction of the Board of Public 
Works. Fifty men were put to work, and 
tomorrow all the men who can be obtained 
will be employed. It is certain that there 
are several bodies buried under the wreck 
and drift, and the number may reach. thir- 
teen. There was nothing at all found teday. 

In order to make the search thorough, 

about two acres will have to be dug 

over. The mud and drift which was waslied 
over the place by the flood is nowhere less 
than two feet deep, and in some places it has 

a depth of fifteen feet. The $1,000 appro- 

priated by the Council for the purpose of 

searching for the bodies will be very far from 
adequate, and it is doubtful whether the ad- 
ditional $1,000 which has been promised by. 
the Citizens’ Relief Committee in case it is 
needed will complete the work. A large 
crowd of spectators stood about the 
place all day. The friends of sever- 
al who are supposed to be bu 

under the wreck were anxious lookers-on. 

Among them was Joseph Wifler, whose son 

went down with the falling building. He 

has scarcely eaten or slept since the acci- 
dent, and has importuned nearly every offi- 
cial and man of wealth in the eity to aid in 
the search for the body of his son. Another 
son, Who was with the one who was lost, and 
escaped by a hair’s-breadth, refuses to go 
within several squares of the place. It is 
impossible to tell in what part of the low 
ground in which the wreck and mud have 
been washed the bodies are, as the relative 
sition of all the objects thereabouts have 
n changed by the action of the current.

Weak, with Not Much Life in 
the Deal. 


FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was rather quiet yes- 
terday. A fair demand for loans continues at 
7 per cent, while the country demand for cur- 
rency is light. 

The aggregate of clearings by Chicago banks 
yesterday was $9,300,000, against nearly $10,000, - 
000, which was the total for Saturday. Over 
$700,000 of yesterday’s clearings was contributed 
by the new bank, the Continental, which opened 
its doors for the first time yesterday. 

The internai-revenue receipts yesterday were 
$26,954, spirits paymg $18,948, cigars and tobac- 
co $5,484, and beer $2,488. 

Eastern exchange was quoted weak at 750800 
discount per 81.000. 

Foreign exchange was dull and heavy. It is 
now so low that gold will probably be imported 
freely. Posted rates on sterling were 482@4545, 
with actual transactions at 48144@454. Engiish 
documentary was quoted at 478% @479; French 
do at 526%; and German do at 93%. 

A foreign banking firm reports that $500,000 in 
gold will be forwarded from Liverpool today for 
the United States, and that two to three millions 
will be shipped hither during this week. 

It is now clearly understood by bankers bere 
on what date the law recently passed by Con- 
gress abolishing the tax on capital and deposits 
will take effect. Someof them think the bill 
went in force on the date of its passage. The 
last tax was paid on Jan. 1, which would leave 
two months’ tax due under this construction of 
the newlaw. The law abolishing the tax on 
checks takes effect July 1. 

The New York stock market opened stronger 
yesterday, then fell back, the decline being led 
by the Villards, and reacted, closing strong, 
though the later trading was rather light. 

St. Paul was beared yesterday in harmony 
with an attack by a morning newspaper, which 
asserted that the floating debt of the company 
is over $7,000,000, and that bonds are being sold 
to provide funds wherewith to pay the April 
dividends. Other lines shaded off some in sym- 
pathy, but soon recovered, and St. Paul closed 
biwher. Friends ot the road say that its Direvt- 
ors never before beid so much stock as at pres- 
ent. 

There was also a rumor in New York yester- 
day of a bank failure, but it was contradicted. 

Over $20,000,000 of Union Pacific stock, or one- 
third of the entire capital stock of the line, is 
said to be heid in Boston. 

The February earnings of Union Pacifie in- 
creased $169,000, Wabasb earuings for the fourth 
week increased $25,000, and Manitoba increased 
$9,000. 

It is expected that, Reading will be connected 
with the New York Central at Lyons in June 
next. 

Omaha has declared a regular quarteriy divi- 
dend of 1% per cent. 

The balance of trade since Oct. 1 shows a total 
of $92,749,000 in tavor of the United States. 

Much of the recent buying of Jersey Central is 


‘ believed to be a step toward the leasing of that 


road to the Philadeiphia & Reading. 

The imports of dry goods at New York in Feb- 
ruary were $13,730,700. For the same month in 
1882 they were $13,585,697. 

The Chronicle estimates the visible supply of 
cotton on March 2 at 2,586,764 bales American 
ana 648,200 bales East Indian. Total, 3,234,964 
bales. 

Winnipeg is reported to be afflicted with hard 
times. Failures are becoming frequent, real 
estate is at a standstill and falling in price. The 
people seem to depend chiefly on a large immi- 
gration this spring to help them out of the 
slough. 

The capital stock issued by Wisconsin railroad 
corporations aggregates $68,997,030. The amount 
of stock per mile of road averages $20,368, and 
on the whole line $17,035. The total bonded in- 
debtedness in the State is $70,603,029, and on the 
whole line $190,570,675. The unfunded debt is 
reported for Wisconsin at 82.808, 5509. 85, and for 
the whole line 57. 1,60 l. 0, making the total of 
capital stock and debt in Wisconsin 812,402. 
630.04, or $1,399,106.10 more than the total cost of 
road reported. The total debt averages in Wis- 
consin $21,516.03 per mile, and total stock and 
debt $41,884.66, or $2,878 more than the average 
cost per mile of road. The floating indebted- 
ness, $821.64 per mile, partially accounts for the 
aifference, but leaving an indebtedness on each 
mile of road,in stocks and bonds, of $2,056.54 
more than the value of the property securing it. 

The market value of the iron and copper pro- 
duction of the mines of the Upper Peninsula of 
Michigan in 1882 was $34,800,000. The copper 
mines paid in dividends 27% per cent of the 
gross earnings. The profits of the iron and cop- 
per mines are estimated at over 29.500, 000. 

In New York efforts are being mate to attract 
business in Mexican State bonds of are old and 
new issue. The latter are quoted at 25426. 
They are reported active in London and Am- 
sterdam, the buyers believing a speedy settic- 
ment of the debtis intended. The resumption 
of diplomatic relations between Engiand and 
Mexico contributes to such a settlement. The 
bonds have eighteen 3 per cent coupons at- 
tached, and the accumulated interest represents 
more than double their market price. 0 

Of the $8,000,000 first and second preferred in- 
come bonds of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern Railway Company ail but. $400,000 of 
the first preferred have been exchanged for the 
consolidated 5 per cent bonds. But the trouble 
is that the whole arrangemeut may yct be upset 
by the courts.

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The leading produce markets were rather 
more active yesterday, but irregular in tone, 
Provisions were weak, with only a shade of 
strength at the outset. Wheat was strong early 
in the day, and rather weak later. Corn was 
strong early and continued firm, while oats 
wiggied badly, closing higher. The day was 
fine, and most people expected a break in grain, 
only to be disappointed, while the decline came 
in hog product, where few, if any, seemed to be 
looking for it. 

Provisions were generally rather slow, and 
slowly on the decline most of the session. Pork 
tell off T¢c, lard 50, and short ribs 74c, though 
the supply of hogs was rather light, and there 
were no discouraging advices from the other 
side of the Atlantic. The market on ‘Change 
closed at the lowest prices of the session, at 
$18.52% for May pork, $11.57% for May lard, and 
$9.97% for May ribs. There were a few buying 
orders in hand at the outset, which caused a 
slignt advance, and then the market fell off, with 
no effort either to sustain or to depress prices, 
but with a little more lard on sale than had been 
looked for. The demand for meats was said to be 
fair, with a rather large outgo on the purchases 
of last week. The reported stocks of lard here 
and at other points are much smaller in the ag- 
gregate than a year ago, but they show a con- 
siderable increase for last month, and some 
parties quoted that fact as a reason for lower 
prices, secing that there is a good promise for 
the summer run of hogs. On the afternoon call 
pork and lard were easier and short ribs weak, 
the latter breaking to $9.90 for May. 

Flour was unusually dull, but with no report- 
ed change in prices. Holders were strong, in 
view of the advance in wheat, while foreign 
buyers held off, with probably reduced limits, 
and some intimations that orders had been ro- 
ceived on this side not to forward some lots that 
had been bought for export. The bome trade 
was about equally disposed to stand off. Bran 
and other coarse millstufts were firm, with only 
a moderate supply. 

Wheat was more active and stronger. The 
market advanced 1@l\c, and closed A0 
above the latest prices of Saturday, at $1.09 for 
March and $114% bid for May. The British 
markets were quoted dull and steady, bat 
prices started up here on a buying demand from 
St. Louis and other points in the West, with re- 
ports of cold rains in the Southwest. This de- 
mand was satisfied by about 11 o’clock, and the 
market then eased off a little, but again im- 
proved with some purchasing on account of 
parties at the seaboard. The reports from the 
country were generally favorabie to the grow- 
ing crop, special telegrams noting the pros- 
pect as especially fine in the southern counties of 
Illinois, and the news came from good authority 
that wheat-seeding is already in progress in 
Southern Dakota, while it was also estimated by 
New York that the visible supply increased 
about 1,000,000 bu during last week.

First National Bank Taxes—Judg- 
ments, Divorces, Etc. 


A Suit by a Dry-Goods Firm for Injury 
to Their Commercial Credit. 

A suit was begun yesterday in the Superior 
Court by the dry-goods firmof Montgomery 
Ward & Co. against Fay & Conkey, and Bradford 
Hancock Receiver, and the law firm of Flower, 
Remy & Gregory, to recover $25,000 for al- 
leged damages caused to their good name 
by the commencement of a suit against them.

against any | but declined to accept the per- 
sonal security of Mr. Remy. Asuit was then 
begun against ‘plaintiffs by Bradford Hancock 
to recover the money, and the announcement 
of the commencement of the suit seems to have 
made it necessary for plaintiff to expiain mat- 
ters witb their bunk and persons from whom 
they obtained credit. They claim that the de- 
fendants brought the suit without avy justifi- 
cation, knowing ali the facts, and should be heid 
responsible for the damages that have been 
caused to their commercial credit. 


The First National Bank’s Tax Case.

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JOHNS WAS WAS KILLED, 


That Was the Only Only Point 3 
in the Doucherty-Johns Murder Trial 
Vesterday—Witnesses Decline to An- 
swer Important estions Because 
They Are under Indictment, 

The trial of Eugene Dougherty for tne mur- 
der of Nicholas Johns was resumed in the Crim- 
inal Court before Judge Williamson yesterday 
morning. Mr. Mullett—the husband of the 
woman who testified last Friday to seeing Row- 
ley with a pistol in bis band rushing by ter 
house on the morning of the murder—produced 
a pbysician’s certificate that Mrs. Muliett was 
too fll to appear in court. Mr. Milig asked that 
the physician, Dr. Vennor, be subpenaed to be 
present at 2 b. m., and the subpoena was issued. 

Mrs. Walsh, the wife of the keeper ot the 
restaurant where the murder occurred, testified 
to serving four men with coffee on the morning 
of the 17th of August. She said she saw Rowley 
knock Johns, the waiter, down, and also saw 
Dougherty draw a revolver, Which ber husband 
told him to put up. also Sawa revolver in 
Rowley's bands. She could not tell which trea 
the shot. 

John Reardon, a barkeeper in Cooper’s saloon, 
was asked by Mr. O'Brien if he had

the nignt preceding the murder, and he said he 

did not. He never owned à revolver. One was 

shown bim, but be said he never saw it before. 

Mrs. Elizabeth McCormack testified that she 
was a sister of Francis Hall (one of the original 
defendants), and she called on James Bradley 
on behalf of her brother. Mr. Bradiey told her 
he did not know any of the parties who came to 
his house on the night the Durglary was com- 
mitted, and could rot swear to their identity. 

Mrs. Walsh was recalied, and testified that 
Dougherty left a black felt hat in the resta u- 
rant. Rowley bad on a light suit and wure a 
straw hat. 

Charles Siater, one of the original defendants. 
and who was discharged at the close of the 
prosecution's case, testified as to the occur- 
rences on the night of the murder. After visit- + 
ing several places during the aight Rowley in- 
vited Dougherty. Hall, and the witness to take 
some breakfast about 7 o'clock in the morning. 
He ther detailed what took place in the restau- 
rant up to the time Rowley shoved the weiter 
and knocked him down. The witness said that 
Dougherty went between the waiter and Rowley 
and said he did not want any tiehting. ‘The res- 
taurant-keeper took the chair from the waiter, 
and the latter ran towards the counter, retirn- 
ing with a club in his band. All rushed for the 
door. the witness being first to.get out. 
After getting out be turned and saw Rowley 
coming after them with a revolver. Dougherty 
couldn't fad the door, when Rowley ran back, 
and, putting the revolver over Dougherty’s 
shoulder, fired at the waiter. A few moments 
afterward Rowley said to Dougherty, at the 
same time handing him a revolver, ** Take this: 
I've got another, and it the crowd come we can 
keep them back.’’ The witness said that Rowley 
rémarked, “ I'm afraid 

I HAVE DONE mu UP.” 

The witness said that, Kipley promised to take 
bim before the grand jury if he would tell him 
all he knew. The witness said he would not 
trust Kipiey. The witness denied being at the 
burglary of Bradley's bouse at 3 o'clock on the 
morning of the murder, but would not say 
where he was at that time, us there was another 
cbarge pending aguinst him, 

On the cross-examination witness said he was 
Joe Slater's brother, and that Joe was married 
to Dougberty’s sister. He knew Tom Dougherty 
quite well, and had lived in his house. 

Mr. Mills again asked the witness where he 
was at 3 o'clock on the morning of the murder, 
and be refused to answer because of the other 
charge against'him. He said he never told 
Robert Williams that he wasto testify in the 
ease. Ia reply to one of the jurors the 


_witness said that Rowley and Dougherty were 


close together when the former fired the shot. 
Dougherty nad his face partiy in the restaurant 
and partly outside. 

The prisoner, Eugene Dougherty, then took 
the stand. He said he remembered gohig to the 
restaurant with Rowley, Siater, and Hale, and 
knew there was a row, but didn’t know the de- 
tails. He had a revoiver when in the restaurant 
but after coming out he threw it away, as he di d 
not want it found on him after the shootmg oc- 
curred, When he threwit away Rowley gave 
him another, saying, Take this.“ The witness 
said he bad had no trouble with the wal ter., 
Rowley bad a fuss, knocked the waiter down, 
and when the latter went for Rowley witha 
club Rowley fired at him over the witness’ 
shoulder. The witness denied baving any con- 
veredtions with the officers sue as the latter 
testified to. 

On the cross-examination the witness declined 
to answer whether he had ever lived in Kane or 
Will County. The State’s-Attorney asked him 
if he haa done a day's work in neariy four years, 
and the withess said he had a few days before 
his arrest. He declined to answer as to whether 
that was all, or whether he had ever been koown 
by any other name than Eugene and Andy 
Dougherty. 

HE DREW THE REVOLVER, 

he said, in the restaurant when he thought his 
life was in danger. but did not know whether it 
was loaded. He did not return Rowley’s ro- 
volver because he did not know that he had it. 
It was pearly two months after the murder 
when his sister informed bim that Robert Will 
jams saw the occurrence. His brother informed 
him that he and Williams bad gotten up a story 
for the defense which Williams wouid give on 
the witness-stand. The witness again deciined 
to teilwhere he lived from 1876 up to the time 
of the murder. 

The court then took a recess until 2 o'clock. 

At the afternoon session the witness was ques- 
tioned by Mr. O’Brien on the redirect. Dougth- 
erty said he wore at the time of the murder a 
soft teilt hat aud dark clothes and that Rowley 
had a light suit and Panama bat. He said de de- 
clined to answer the State's-Attorney's ques- 
tions because be (the witness) was indicted for 
burglary. He did not see French in the res- 
taurant on the morning of Aug. 17. 

Charies Slater was reculied, andgtestifed that 
Rowley Wore a manilia-straw bat, black pants, 
and light coat. The diagram of the premises 
was exbibited to the witness, and several of the 
jurors questioned him as to the positions of the 
several people mentioned in the testimony on 
the morning of the murder. The wituess did 
this unhesitatingly, and describeu the positions 
of Rowley, Doughtery, aod himself when the 
shot was fired. 

Then William Rowley was brought in from the 
jail, and be described the positions occupied by 
the parties when Doughtery shot the waiter. 
The witness said he did not see the shot fired, but 
saw the smoking revolver in Doughtery’s hand 
as be came out the door. The witness wore, he 
said, a black hat, and not a straw one, that morn-

Mr. O'Brien said the defense would here rest 
their case. 

The witvesses for the State on the rebuttal 
were notin the court-room, and a delay of baif 
an bour occurred before the case was resumed. 

Edward Williams, an old man, testified that be 
was the father of Robert Williams, who testified 
for the defense.

He 
heard Robert say to Tom that they must

and that they bad it ail fixed to piace the guilt 
on Rowley. He also beard them say that they 
had fixed a woman and der husband. They 
talked it over frequently, and went out a great 
deal together. He heard his son say at one time 
that he and Tom Dougherty would divide the 
money that was to fix the witnesses. The wit- 
ness understood that bis son was living at 
Dougherty’s. He knew Mrs. Joseph Siater, and 
saw ber first at his wife's wake. 

On the crdss-examination the witness said he 
had had his son arrested on account of some 
furniture which both claimed. The witness ad- 
mitted baving told his son-in-law, Tom Bren- 
nan, about the conversations, and it was made 
clear to the court that Brennan told the State's-

Thomas Brennan testified that he heard last 
fail that Robert Williams was going to be a wit- 
ness in the case, and Williams told bim he kuew 
notbing about the affair. but was going to tes- 
tify toa lot.

His Proposition to Annex Ireland to 
the Untted States. 

Following is the preamble and resolution of- 
fered in the House of Representatives today by 
„Richelieu Robinson, of Brookiyn, N. .: 

Wuereas, There does not exist on the face of 
the earth today such a bict upou civilization as 
the Eugiish government in Ireland—the people 
evicted from their ancestral homes and dying ou 
the highways from famine; ba corpus sus- 
pended; trial by jury abolished, anda whoie 
people's lives and liverties left at the mercy of 
corrupt Ju and perjured informers; stran- 
gers arres without vsuse and kept in prison 
without remedy; the people's chosen represent- 
atives in prison; newspapers suppressed and 
editors Criminally punished for publishing the 
truth; foreign bayonets keeping in prison patri- 
otic gentlemen, chosen by the people while so 
confined as Mayors of their cities and representa- 
tives of intelligent constituencies in Parliament; 
red-handed murderers acknowledging their dia- 
bolical crimes, to the perpetration of which 
they were probably instigated by the minions ot 
government, allowed to escape the punisnment 
which ong deserve on condition that they swear 
away the lives of less guilty mén, whom they 
cajvied into their schemes of assassination, and 
throw cunningly-concocted suspicions on wholly 
innocent menu; curfew laws enacted in one of 
the most refined capitals in Europe, and hun- 
dreds of innocent and hovorable men arrested 
on suspicion in attempting to make calls of 
business or pleasure in seasonable bours; bired 
detectives, equaling the adult male population 
of the city, dogging tbe footsteps of its people; 
the bouses of the alien despots and of their 
bribed Judges, spies, and informers guarded by 
foreign bayunets to shield them from the wrath 
of a people reduced to famine and driven to 
despair and madness by crueities unparalleled 


machinery of public opinion employed to mis- 
represent to the world and to libel an oppressed 
people manfully contending against overpower- 
9 for human rignts: and 
HEREAS, The people of Irelaud are panting 

for republicanism, and alone among the peopies 
of Europe keeping alive the American ideas of 
Washington and Jefferson, that Governments 
derive their just power from the consent of the 
governed, who bave aright to alter or abolish 
oppressive Government; and, when a loug train 
of abuses and usurpations evince a design to re- 
duce the people to absolute despotism, it is their 
right, it is their duty, to throw off such govern- 
ment; and 

WHEREAS, They alone among the nations cul- 
tivate the grand American sentiment that Re- 
sistance to tyrants is obedience to God“; and 

WHereas, Ireland can never be conquered by 
England nor governed by ber, except through 
butchery and blood, with which humanity bas 
been shocked for seven centuries of unparalleled 
oppression,'duplicity, and guilt, which must con- 
tinue till some power shall interfere to cut the 
ligament of guilt that has so long tied the op- 
ay and oppressor together for mutual iu- 

“7 and destruction; and 
HEREAS, It is the duty of civilized nations 

to protest against organized barbarism, and to 
terminate if possible a system of such shocking 
cruelty as the English Government in Ireland; 


and 

Waereas, Ireland was looked upor and ap- 
peaied to by the patrivts of the Revolution as 
one with them in the revolt aguinst the Eogiish 
Government; that she turnished more troops to 
the Revolutionary army, and more of its Gen- 
erais and other officers, and lett more of its gal- 
lant biood upon our battietields, than any state 
in the Union; that peace should not have been 
agreed upon without including Ireland within 
the territory of the new Kepubiic, and she 
should not have been left to be punished by En- 
gland in revenge for the aid she rendered us, 
and to struggie alone for the doctrines of tne 
Declaration of lndependence until quenched in 
the blood of Emmet and Fitzgerald: and 

WHEREAS, Ireland is nearer to us and more 
necessary to our National safety than much of 
our acquired territory; that we need her for the 
eastern landimrs of our ocean-ferries and cabie- 
aucburages; that her people and ours are 
sympathetic and congenial; that a vast majori- 


ty of our people are of Irish extraction, and 


scarcely a family in Ireland that bas not already 
one or more of its members honored in Amer- 
ican citizenship; that, while Ireland is a burden 
to England and a blot upon ber name, in our 
Union she would rival New York and be second 
to no State in the Union in wealth, intelligence, 
and culture; : 

WHEREAS, Our country’s greatest achieve- 
ments have n the conquest, purchase, and 
annexation of the yer ge of Louisiana,

The Lumbermen's Exchgnge held its annual 
meeting yesterday, which was preceded by a 
lunch, of which Kirby, Carpenter & Co. were the 
hosts. When this had been disposed of votes of 
thanks were given to the hosts of the cecasion, 
very complimentary things being said of Mr. A. 
A. Carpenter, one of the firm and the retiring 
President. 

Following came the reports of the officers. 
The retiring President, A. A. Carpenter, called 
special attention to 

THE INSPECTION OF LUMBER, 
and in doing so be said: Do Chief Inspectors 
understand that no measurement and inspec- 
tion of cargo lumber in this market is binding 
between buyer and seller when any person is 
engaged as measurer or tally-boy upon such 
cargo without a certificate from this exchange? 
In such case if either buyer or seller refuses to 
abide the result of such measurement and in- 
epection he cannot be compelled to do so, and 
the Chief Inspector in such case is liable for ail 
consequent loss and damage. It seems to me 
if they fully understand this they will not dare 
to take the risk of employing any but those who 
have the requisit autbority from this exchange, 
aod that when the members of this exchange 
realize the fact that the only effective way to 
come! all persons engaged in inspecting, meas- 
uring, and tallying cargo lumber in this market 
ia found in requiring thom to pass the necessary 
examination and have certificates from this ex- 
change showing them to be fit and competent 
persous for the work they will make sure that 
no lumber is put on their docks measured and 
tallied by persons without such certificate. We 
are under obligations as lumbermen and men 
having this matter in charge to see to it that all 
persons shipping lumber to tbis market for sale 
by the cargo shall. be guaranteed to the greatest 
possible extent honest and correct results in 
this regard.” 
THE TREASURER’S REPORT 
showed that the balance on hand at the begin- 
umg of the year was $253.48; receipts, $4.462.01; 
total, $4,715.49; paid out, $4,757.80; amount over- 
drawn, $42.40. 
THE REPORT OF THE SECRETARY, 

Mr. G. W. Hotchkiss, showed that the influence 
of the association bad lurgely extended during 
the year, so that it was felt not only in Onicago 
and the United States, but wherever the English 
language is spoken, and as well in nou-Euglisu- 
speaking countries, the correspondence of the 
year baving brought bim ioto communication 
with Germany, Austria, Norway, and Denmark, 
from, which vations information has been sought 
from the exchange upon matters connected 
with forestry and machinery. Visitors have 
been entertained from all parts of the United 
States, from Canada, England, Scotland, and 
France, while representatives of the Panama 
Ship Canal Company have been guided in their 
researcbes by information obtained at the ollice 
of the exchange.

STATISTICS OF THE TRADE, 
the report says: 

The total reveipts of forest products at Chi- 
cago during the year 1582 agwregated 2,116,341,000 
feet of lumber and 984.549. 000 sbingies, to which 
esdding the stocks on band Jan. 1, 1882—viz.: 
560,416,842 feet of lumber and 260,906,404 shingles— 
gave u total of resources for the year agygregat- 
ing 2.676.

ing the year, and a fair proporuon of those eu- 
gaged in this branch bave shown a disposition 
to aid in its statistical endeavors as weill as iu its 
membership. The importance of this branch of 
the trade of this city is shown in the fact that of 
the total lumber receipts of the year fully 
000,000 feet was of bardwood, which, being 

included in the figures of receipts and sbip- 
ments, the monthly stock on band becomes a 
vital factor in determining the status of pine 
shipmeuts, as any estimates which do not in- 
clude an average of not far from 30,000,000 feet 
per month, sometimes running to 36,000,000 feet, 
carried by the bardwood yards must be man- 
festiy incorrect. It has been difficult to engage 
the active coOperation of all the hardwood 
dealers in the matter of detailed monthly re- 
ports from the iack of appreciation on the part 
of some of them of the important place occu- 
pied by their statistics, which, if correctly re- 
ported, would be found of great benefit to them 
in the intelligent conduct of their business, as 
well as of advantage to the dealers in pine ia 
drawing the monthly balance sheet of stocks. 
@* During the year a code of rules for the in- 
spection and grad of bardwood lumber bas 
been perfected by the Committee on Hard- 
woods of this exchange, and given official sanc-

TWO HEROES. 


How Jere Dunn and Jim Elliott Ap- 
pear to a New York Editor. — 

[New York Times.] The recent Chicago trag- 
edy that filled Mr. Elliott with mourning and 
bullets, and subjected Mr. Dunn to the incon- 
venience of a nightin the station- house, is full 
of interest to the rising generation, Elliott and 
Dunn are recognized by all readers and lovers of 
dime-novels as true heroes, and there are 
thousands of boys who will take a keener inter- 
est in the story of Elliott's death than they 
would in almost any other imaginable event, 
except, perhaps, a fight between Sullivan and 
Mace. : 

The late Mr. Elliott was in evéry way & man 
deserving of the highest juvenile admiration. 
He was a prize-fighter, and, although there are 
some writers of dime novels who hold that a 
bandit is on the whole nobler than a prize- 
fighter, there can be no question that the latter 
is necessarily a true hero. Mr. Elliott was, 
moreover, a man of much versatility. He was 
eminent as a thief, a burgiar, and a highway- 
robber, and be had once murdered a poliveman. 
There are few prominent jaiis in which Mr. 
Elliott did not, at one time or another, take up 
his abode; but, like other gentiemen of bis ciass, 
Executive clemency usually shortened his resi- 
dence in prison. In short, Mr. Elliott had risen 
to the very front rank in his profession, and bis 
was a career of which no boy of spirit could 
read without an earnest desire to follow his ex- 
amp.e. 

Mr. Dunn is in bis way almost as celebrated as 
Mr. Elliott. He is a prominent murderer and a 
well-known professional gambier. He bas never 

ursued prise-tighting as a profession, but he 

as labored in benaif of the cause by arranging 
prize-tights and training tigbters. 

W hen these two great men, Dunn and Elliott, 
quarreled, it was understovd that biood would 
now. Each one avowed his determination of 
murdermg the other, it being well understood 
that neicher had any reason to fear the gallows, 
that unpieasant instrument of vengeance being 
reserved exciusively for negroes and Italiana. 
When they met the ensuing battie was fought 
with the utmost skill. They not ouly shot at one 
another with a splendid carelesness as to bow 
many of the spectators might be killed, but they 
cliached and pounded one another with man- 
nificent energy. As is weill kaown, Mr. Dunn 
escaped with bis life for the reason that Mr. El- 
liott’s bullet struck bim iu the forehead, which 
proved impenetrabic. Mr. Elliott was more 
wisely shot in the abdomen, and died gioriously 
upon the Dattiefieid. His was a death which fitiy 
crowned his noble lite. Dime-novels teach us 
that to die * with our boots on” is the only way 
in whicb a true hero should consent to leave the 
world. Elliott bas gone without a stain upon 
his memory, unless it may be the fact that he 
never robbed a railway train; and Duon has 
added to his laurels. and when acquitted by a 
Chicago jury—as be undoubtedly will be—he 
will more than ever deserve the admiration and 
emulation of the young. 

Of course there are old-fasbioned people who 
fancy that Dunn and Elliott were vulgar villains 
and who only regret that both of them were not 
killed. The day of such prejudiced and pusil- 
lapimous opinions has, bowever, passed away. 


Dunn and Elliott were precisely the sort of men 


of whom our boys. read with delight. Dime 
novels have taught them t to be a prize- 
fighter or a murderer is infinitiy more worthy of 
a lad ot spirit than to bea clergyman, a lawyer, 
or ao bonest merchant. They do not look with 
prejudice upon theft, even of the most vulgar 
variety, for the dime- novel writers maintain 
that it is “smurt”’ to steal, and dishbonorabie 
only when one steals from one’s fellow-thief. 
There is nothing in the career of either Elliott 
or Dunn which excites the slightest disapproba- 
tion ou the part of our boys. At leust such is 
the result which proionged reading of dime 
novels ought logicaily to produce in the minds 
of juventie readers, and chat it does actually 
produce precisely this effect upon many of them 
is daily proved by the records of our police 
courts. 

While one villian like Elliott dies by the pistol 
of another, the dime-novel writers are daily 
training scores to take their place. There are 
at least a dozen so-called libraries pouring 
outevery week fresh stories which teach the 
theory and practice of erime. These are read 
by almost every boy who kaows how to read. It 
is idle to suppose that boys can constantly read 
witbout injury books in which thieves and mur- 
derers are heid up to their admiration. The 
particular class of evil books upon which the 
Society for the Suppression of Vice makes war 
never had at any time any but a secret and nec- 
essarily limited circulation, and, infamous as 
they were, it is doubtful it they were au evil as 
dangerous and as wide-reacbing in its effects as 
is the universally read dime-novel literature. 
Years ago the probability that any boy of decent 
parentage would become a Duna or au Elliott 
was extremely remote. Today the strongest 
educating influences to whicb our boys are sub- 
jected tend directly to make them like the ruf- 
Uans whom they learn to admire. 


A REMARKABLE SPEECH, 


Assemblyman Roosevelt's Assault upon 
“the Wealthy Criminal Class, 

In the New York Assembly March 2 a veto 
was received from Gov. Cleveland of the Dill 
reducing fares on the New York elevated rail- 
roads to five cents. Tue bill and veto were made 
a special order for March 6, after consider- 
able heated discussion. The most remarkabie 
speech was that made by Mr. Roosevelt, of New 
York, who said: 

I think we should not hastily pass this bill over 
the Governor's veto. I bave to say with shame 
that when I voted for this bill I did not act as I 
think I ought to have acted, and asi generally 
have acted on the floor of thig House. For the 
only time that Jever voted here otherwise than 
inthe way lihought I honestiy ought to, I did 
so act on this occasion. 1 have to contess that I 
weakly yielded, partiy in a vindictive spirit to- 
ward the infernal thieves and conscienceless 
swindiers who have the elevated railroads in 
churge, and partly to the popular voice of 
New York. 

For the managers of the elevated railroads I 
have as little feelm as any man here. If it 
were possible I would willingly passa bill of at- 
Vie on Jay Gould and ali of Jay Gould's as- 
1 


nates. li realize that they have done de most 
caiculabie wrong to this community with their 
hired stock-jobbing newspapers, with their cor- 
ruption ot past Legisiatures. Nevertheless, Ithink 
we ought never to have passed this bill in the 
beginuing, and that we cught on no account to 
pass it over the Governor's veto, and certainly 
not until we have hada fair chance to look at it 
caimiy in the lightof reason. 1 question very 
seriously if the bill is constitutional, and if the 
billis constitutional, [ think itis at any rate 
breaking the plighted faith of the State. It is 
not a question of doing rigut to them. They are 
merely common thieves. Take the resolution, 
or rather the petition, banded up by the Direct- 
ors of the railway. signed tirst by Gould and in 
the last place by bis son. I would pay more at- 
tention toa “petition signed by Baruey Aaron 
Owney Geobegan, and Billy MeGlory than I 


would to that paper, for I regard these men as 


furnishing partof that most dangerous of all 
dangerous orders—the wealthy criminal class. 
Nevertheless, it is not a question of doing 
justice to them; it is a question of doing jus- 
tice to ourselves. it is a question of standing 
by what we honestly think is right, even if so 
doing we antagonize the feeling of out vonstit- 
vents. We have heard a great deal about the 
people demanding the passage of this bill. Now, 
anything the people demand that is right it is 
most Clearly and most emphatically the duty of 
this Legisiature to do; but we should never 
yield to what they demand if it is wrong. Ina 
matter of such importance, in a matter where I 
know that very many of my associates feel that 
we weakly yielded to what was the popular 
clamor: that we did not do what was right: did 
not Vote according to the rights of the question; 
Dut, on the contrary, merely ; according to wnet 
we considered our constituents wished us to

Interesting Facts and Figures for the 


Horticulturist and Farmer. 


Mont-x, Ala., Feb. 28. [Special Correspond- 
0 }-As foresbhadowed in my last letter from 
New Urieans, a party of the Northern horticult- 
urists to the number of 114 left that city yester- 
day morning in charge of Mr. R. W. Gillespie, 
the Agent of the Mobile & Ohio Road, on whose 
invitation the visit to this city was made. The 
Louisville & Nashville (formerly Mobile & New 


Orleans Road) furnished free transportation to. 


the entire party, and will ruturn iu the same 


manner those who do not go North from this. 


city. The route from New Orleans is familiar 
to many readers of Tun TRIBUNE, but not to the 
larger part, and a brief description of the char- 
acteristics of the country traversed may interest 
many. : 

Leaving New Orleans the road plungés at once 
into the cypress and pulmetto swamps which 
encircle the city, with no habitable or cultivated 
ground except occasionally a narrow strip along 
the border of a bayou where the ground is 
siightly elevated above the surface of the water. 
These at length give way to the open gulf marsh, 
covered with coarse reeds and with water at 
each rise of the tide. These are traversed by 
numerous bayous, one of which, the outlet of 
Lake Ponchartrain, is of such size and depth as 
to allow the passage of. vessels of deep draught. 
Upon this the Governmant has erected a fortifi- 
cation, Fort McComb, to protect New Or- 
leans from possible attack in the rear 
by war vessels passing into the lake. 

It seemed to be entirely unoccupied and isa 
striking landmark on the bosom of the immense 
sea-marsh. Strange as it seems, we found in 
many places quite large areas of this marsh, a 
tritic higher than the general level, inclosed by 
fences, though itis as difficult to see any rea- 
son for fencing it as for fencing the graveyard,in 


Jim Fisk's native town. It is related that some 


ladies once called on Fisk to ask for a donation 
to fence the graveyard in his native viliage. He 
said he didn't see any need of it. That those 
who were in couldn't get out, and tbose who 
were out didn’t want to get in& The marsh after 
a time gives way to pine flats elevated a little 
above the water and covered witha growth of 
the Southern pine, running up tall, straight, and 
limbless to a considerabie hight, but not attain- 
ing any considerable size, the most of it being 
too small for sawing into lumber. It is, bow- 
ever, being extensively cut ana utilized for piles 
and railroad ties, being saturated in coal-tar asa 
preservative. At one point on the line there 
were quite extensive works where this process 
was being performed. These pine flats are cov- 
ered with a coarse grass and afford grazing to 
stock the.entire year. A good deal of the coun- 
try was under fence and being grazed by cattie 
and sheep, of which the latter seemed quite 
numerous, with an occasional flock of goats. 
As about the only expense of keeping stock un- 
der such conditions is the salt they need, the 
profit ought to be as large as that of the busi- 
ness described by the Dutchman. Saidhe: “If 
you wants to make money you goes into the sa- 
loon business. You sells a glass of beer for five 
cent; dere’s four cent clear profit.” At two or 
three points where the road touches arms of 
the guif there have sprung up quite pretentious 
places of resort, with large hotels and all the 
appliances of a seaside resort. St. Louis 
Bay, Mississippi City, and Ovean Springs 
are the principal of these. Jett 
Davis resides at Beauvois on the 
line of this road on a place presented to him 
by a lady who greatly admires and venerates 
him. The Jimes-Democrat of New Orleans on 
the morning of our leaving that city said thar 
it was expected that he would meet the excur- 
sion at that station, and no little flutter of 
curiosity was excited in the minds of many, 
especially of the lady members of the party. 
But Beauvois Station was reached and passed, 
and the great unrepentant and uureconstructed 
failed to materialize. : 
The soil of these pine flats is thin and poor, 
and little or no attempts are made at cultiva- 


tion, except in the gardens of the towns named. 


AS we approach Mobile, however, the land rises 
into a rolling pine country, affording uinage 
and a better quality of soil, which is used for 
— and gardening purposes, mainly the 
atter. 3 

MARKET GARDENS NEAR MOBILE. * 


The excursion reached Mobile at 12:30 o'clock, 
and found rooms and entertainment already en- 
gaged at the Battle House. At 3 p. m. over 
thirty carriages, provided by the officials of the 
Mobile & Ohio Road, drew up at the hotel and 
entire party was taken fora drive through the 
city and to the vegetable gardens in the country 
adjoining. A targe area of land adjoining the 
city is now devoted to the growth of vegetables 
forthe Nerthern markets, for which the soil 
seems peculiarly adapted. It is a very une 
sandy loam underlaid with a stiff clay. The lat- 
ter is almost impervious to water, necessitating 
the same system of ridge culture that is neces- 
sary on the alluvial lands about New Orieans in 
order to get rid of the water. What these 
lands really need is thorough tile drainage. This 
would free them rapidly of the surplus water, 
make them warmer and more productive, more 
easily worked, and, by admitting of flat culture 
as at the North, would greatly lessen the cost of 
cultivation. But I could not learn that this 
system of drainage has in any instance been 
introduced. Time did not admit of a personal 
examination of many of the vegetable farms oa 
our afternoon’s ride, and so but a single stop 
was made for this purpose at Capt. orner's 
place, three miles from the city, where the 
methods employed will serve as an illustration 
of all the Captain's farms. About sixty acres are 
in vegetables for the Northern markets, of 
which the principal crops are cabbage. sweet 
potatoes, beets, cucumbers, and tomatoes, all 
common staple vegetabies, requiring no extraor- 
dinary skili in growing or care in shipping and 
handling. The rig are planted at intervals 
from December on. Part of the cropon this 
piace is now being cut and shipped, and other 
neids will come on in succession from now till 
May. Irish potatoes are planted from the last of 
January, and on some fields now stand six inches. 
bigh. Beets are out all winter. A field of Capt. 
Horner’s, which tne visitors declared * couldn't 
be beat.“ will be ready for shipment in a few 
weeks. Cucumbers and tomatoes are started in 
hot-beds, transferred to cold frames, and only 
pianted out lu the field after all danger of frost 
is over. Land like that of Capt. Horner's, only 
three miles from the business part of the city, 
is now worth about $100 per acre, but is appre- 
ciating in value as the gardening business de- 
velops. But land equally as good for garden- 
ing purposes is obtainabiealittie farther up 
the road, and near stauons, at one-tenth the 
cost, or even less. 

The chief advantage that the Mobile grower 
has isin being able to obtain manure from the 
city stables, for which he pays 50 cents per load, 
while the country grower will have to depend 
upon the cow pea turned under as a green 
manure or commercial fertilizersto keep his 
ground up in good condition. 

MR. WILSON’S PLACE, 

While at Capt:. Horer’s place an invitation 
was received from Mr. and Mrs. Wilson to visit 
their place, but a short distance away, whicb in- 
vitation was accepted by the whole party. The 
place of Mr. and Mrs. Wilson realizes the ideal 
of an elegant and luxurious home ina climate 
where Nature is uncommonly kind. The house 
is of the large roomy Southern style, with wide 
verandas, the wide hall after the Southern 
fashion extending through the middie, and 
spacious rooms on either hand. Shaded by ma- 
jestic wide-spreading live oaks, the house stands 
back ata distance from the street and is reached 
by a stately avenue of liveoaks whose branches 
intertwine overbead, while in the conservatories 
and outside grounds is almost a wilderness of 


the chuicest shrubbery and flowers, which with. 


us can only be grown under glass, but here at- 
tain almost tree-like dimensions in the open air, 
with only slight protecyon tor a little time in 
midwinter. There was a camellia-house 200 feet 
in length filled on either side with cameliias and 
other rare tiowering plants. The cameliias nad 
attained a bight of eight to twelve feet, being 
trained similar to our Norway spruce, branch- 
ing from the grcund. Outside ot the house was 
one of still larger growth, fully sixteen feet in 
bight, a perfectly symmetrical mass of foliage 
and bioom, although the ground underneath 
was thickly carpeted with flowers that bad fali- 
en. Mr. Wilson assured us that this was the 
finest specimen to be found in the entire South. 
in his accomplished wife we were intro- 
duced to the well-known writer, Au- 
gusta J. Evans, whose works, “ Beulah,” 
** Vaehti,” St Limo,” and other taies of Southern 
life have delighted readers everywhere. She 
received her ruests—over 100 in number—with a 
grace of manner that charmed and delighted ul. 
wiving to enen as introauced a handshake— 
after the Southern fashion—and a pleasant 
word. lexpect that some of the lady readers of 
THE TRISUNE will want to know how she looked 
and howishe was d

But I am less familiar with this 
department of horticulture than any other, and 
so failed to enthuse as aay of our party did. 
aking advantage of the facilities afforded b 
the grand stand for oratorical exhibiuon, Presi- 
dent Earl called upon one of the party for an 
offhand speech, expressive of the sentiments 
entertained by the excursionists of the — 
tality of Which we were being made the recip- 
jents. This he instantly complied with by draw- 
ing from his coattail pocket a rotl of manuscript 
and reading therefrom a few unpremeditated 
remarks, clusing with resolutions appropriate 
to the occasion. He was followed by the editor 
of the Wheeling Intelligencer, whose name has 


escaped me, Mr. Smith of Wisconsin, and one or 


tw others. Aa appropriate response was e 
by Maj. Gillespie on behalf of the Mobile & 
Ohio Road, when an invitation to refreshments 
was extended by Mr. Pritchard. these

The cars 
were again entered and a run made tothe ma- 
chine-shops ot the company, a few miles further 
up the road, which were — i and 
found to be very complete in all their appoint- 
ments.. The return trip brought us back to the 
hotel in time for dinner. 
A STEAMBOAT EXCURSION. 

The next t on the program was a steam- 
boat excursion twenty miles down the bay and 
return, the hour for starting being 8 o'clock, It 
is but proper to state that this was arranged by 
the excursionists, and afforded us the first op- 
portunity of paying for anything we had enjoyed 
since leavihg New Orieans. trip was 
delightful, the water W smooth, 
and the run made along the 
east shore of the bay, which, unlike most of the 
coast-line in the South, is bald and biuffy, and 
is dotted by hotels and private residences, some 
of which are of quite a pretentious character. 
The objective polut, Great Point Clear, has a 
Ke hotel and is a popular place of resort for 
Mobile people during the heat of summer. It 
projects for some distance into the bay, giving 
the guif breeze from every point of the com- 
pass except east. Our return trip was made 
under the silent stars. e city was reached in 
due time, a late supper taken. the exctr- 
sionists are now awaiting the train which is to 
take them to Cairo on their homeward trip. 
That portion of the party which returned to 
New Orleans instead of going directly north 
left for that city at 4 p. m., and were thus de- 
pri ved of tne pleasure of the sail down the bay. 
The Mobile & Onio Railroad, in addidon to fur- 
nishing free transportation to Cairo to those re- 
maining, some fifty in number, had telegraphed 
to their eating- houses on the line to get up the 


dest meals possible regardless of expense and 
serve them free of charge to the excursionists. 


We have now followed the fortunes of the 
excursion which left Chicago on the evening of 
the 19th to New Orleans, throught the sessions of 
the meetings of the Horticultural Society. and 
thence to this beautiful city of Mobile, where 
two most delightful days bave been spent, and 
think the readers of Taal mn can afford to 
trust Providende and the railroads for their safe 
return home from tbis point, and so shall close 
this narrative of their journeyings. But justice 
to them and to the entire attendance at the 
horticultural convention in New Orleans de- 
mands that this at least be said: that seldom has 
it happened that so large a number of persons 
from remote localities have been brought to- 
gether in a convention, hoid sessions of tour 
days,associating together in hotels and afterward 
in supplemented excursions asin this case, and 
all the elements proved so perfectly harmonious, 
Not a single thing has happened to disturb the 
most perfect harmony or prove an element of 
discord in the smallest degree. The explana- 
tion is found in the fact that rarely are so large 
a number of men and women brought together 
in a common cause who em in their char- 
acters and mental habits so high an average 
grade. The calling of horticulture itself is a 
retining and ennobling one, draws to it 
those choice spirits who havea love for nature 
and all things beautiful. 

A few words more about the business of grow- 
ing and shipping vegetables from this place: 
The following statement of shipments, obtained 
from one of the railroad officials, will show the 
development of this industry: In 1878 tus total 
shipments were but thirty-three car-loads. In 
1879 they were sixty cars; in 1880, 125; in 1881. 
200; in 1882, 350, 
of ground now in crops, it is 
lieved this season's crop cannot fall short of 
from 600 to 700 car-loads. Capt. Homer, whose 
piace was visited yesterday, and who is one of 
the Oldest gardeners in this vicinity, makes this 
statement of the average cost and protits 

er acre on the common tun of vegeta such 
aS be cultivates: Cost, including fertilizers, 
seed, and labor, $100 per acre: value of prod- 
ucts over freight,” packages, commissions, etc., 
$200, leaving ah average net protit of $100 per 
acre, though often on some crops paying much 
higher profits. It is a curious fact in relation to 
this trade that no sooner have their shipments 
from the South ceased than they turn rignt 
about and begin to import the same class 
of products from the North, cabbage, peas, 
string-beans, berries, peaches, tomatoes. applies, 
pears, etc., their climate not permitting sum- 
mer crops of these vegetables, though a full 
crop of Irish potatoes is sometimes grown. But 
the consumptive demand ip the South is much 
less than at the North, there being fewer large 
cities, and the balance of trade remains largely 
in their favor. . 

FROM MOBILE TO CAIRO. 

CatRO, March 1.—I am tempted for once to 
adopt the manner of most female letter-writers 
and add a postscript. In our pe up from Mo- 
bile today we found that the orders of the o- 


| clals of the road to their eating-stations bad 


been obeyed to the letter, the most sumptuous 
repusts awaiting us for both breakfast and din- 
ner, which in each instance called for three 
rousing cheers and a tiger for the Mobile & Ohio 
Road. The country passed over, especially the 
prairie region of Mississippi, called forth the 
most enthusiastic admiration for its great natu- 
ral beauty, as well as its apparent tertility of 
soil. All along the route the fields were full of 
men and teams, busily employed in preparing 
the ground for planting. I was informed by an 
otttcial of the road who accompanied us that 
some ot the best lands along the line of the 
road could be purchased for from $10 to $15 
per acre. These lands will not only grow cot- 
ton and corn, butall of the smali grains, clover 
and other grasses adapting them to stock-grow- 
ing, while they are in the very heart of the best 
fruit-growing territory in the Union. It cannot 
be long before they wilt attract the atteotion of 
energetic Northern furmers, who would soon 
with their capital, energy, and experience make 
this one of the richest sections 
as it already is one of the moot 
in climate and other natural advan 
O0.
